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STATEMENT OF DEFENCE 

T HE dissection of a cat for the Biology 
classes of Western Canada High 
School has caused considerable comment 
in a local paper. This paper featured 
prominently the report of the Anti-Vivi¬ 
section Society’s protest to the School 
Board. This protest attacked our Biology 
teacher (judging by the report this gentle¬ 
man was referred to as a “callous indivi¬ 
dual”) and mentioned it as a factor in 
increasing juvenile crime. 

Although we can understand this pro¬ 
test by the Society, holding the views it 
does, we feel that some answer should be 
made in defence of the Biology course and 
Mr. Johnson. 

That Mr. Johnson is a “callous indivi¬ 


dual” will appeal to the sense of humor 
of Western students who know him. Mr. 
Johnson is noted for his businesslike man¬ 
ner in handling the disciplinary matters 
which come before him. Although he 
metes punishment when due, there is 
hardly a student' who does not think our 
Vice-Principal is fair and square, both to 
student and higher authority. His great 
interest in the student body and his 
guidance in school affairs has made him 
deservedly popular and highly respected 
—hardly a position attained by a “callous 
individual.” 

The question re juvenile delinquency is 
so extravagant as to warrant instant dis¬ 
missal. The number of juvenile delin¬ 
quents, whose downfall was due to viewing 
dissection o£ a cat, could be counted on the 
fingers of Venus de Milo. 

In an editorial this paper makes refer¬ 
ence to “the spreading of its parts for 
young people of tender years to gloat 
over.” This is interesting to the Biology 
students. We have found few who con¬ 
sider the cat other than as an aid to their 
study, certainly none who gloated over 
the remains or who stared at it and en¬ 
joyed it merely as a curiosity. The refer¬ 
ence to a “gooey mess” can only be 
-ascribed to some student with more imag¬ 
ination than practical description. The 
dissection was a clean job executed so 
that none of the organs would be injured 
or displaced. 

So much for Mr. Johnson’s defence. 
Let us view the editorial claims further. 
They attack the department for wasting 
the time of the student with courses as 
useless as Biology. Far better, claims the 
editorial writer, to study music, literature 
and art. Possibly it never occurred to 
them that not all students- have the gift 
of appreciating music and a course in it 
would be of no practical use to them. On 
the other hand, a course in Biology,

The operation of moving picture 
machines is being learned by some 
thirty students. They are mem¬ 
bers of the Projectionist Club un¬ 
der the supervision of Mr. Bow¬ 
den who is a licensed projectionist. 
The members meet each Thursday 
in the Science Lab. Here they 
study the Theatre Act which out¬ 
lines the restrictions upon the 
types of film to be used and the 
qualifications of the operators. 
Later on they will be taught how 
to handle the combination movie 
and sound machines. Instructions 
are being given on the construc¬ 
tion of machines, how to repair 
them and how to splice and mend 
film. This training enables them 
to go on if they wish and procure 
licenses. Several of the students 
have already worked in theatres. 

Films are received about every 
two weeks from the School Board. 
A few are sent down from the 
University of Alberta, and others 
are obtained through the General 
Electric Co. and the C.P.R. These 
include travel and industrial fi’ms 
which are of special interest to 
the Science and 'Social Study 
classes. 

The boys from the club operate 
the machines for the teachers. 
Two peop’e look after one film. 
One is an experienced operator 
and the other a novice. 

The president of the club is 
Stanley Berris; vice-president is 
Milton Russell and Gordon Hughes 
is secretary-treasurer. Anyone 
interested in this work is welcome,.
